Cancer, particularly leukaemia, 
can affect young people. But it isn't 
the end of the world, as these 
two survivors testify... 


When Stephanie Gray (below) was 13, she 


was given just three days to live. Now 
she helps others recover from cancer... 


and loved playing rugby at 

home in Neath, South Wales, 
50 when | suddenly started getting 
Sick, Mum was really worried. 

It was November '95 when I first 
suffered headaches and dizzy 
spells. Then | developed bruises 
and a rash, but the doctors thought 
it was just a food allergy. 

Then one evening | collapsed and 
was rushed to hospital. Mum was 
frantic. I'll never forget that day – 
it was 2 December and | was told 
| had leukaemia. Until then, I'd

thought cancer only happened 
to other people. It was terrifying. 


Positive spirit 
The doctors said Га get through 
it if | stayed positive.

One evening | found 
her crying in her bedroom. ‘It's 
supposed to be me who cries,’ 
| said, giving her a big hug. 
| was given chemotherapy 
straight away and my hair began 


to fall out. At first | wore a cap, 
but everyone wanted to know 
what was underneath, so | started 
walking around bald. A few boys 
made sarcastic comments, but 
my mates Natalie and Alana were 
really protective, and soon people 
started treating me normally again. 


Darkest hour 


But the chemotherapy made me feel 
really ill and in January 1996 I got 
pneumonia. The doctors didn't know 
if I'd survive. In fact, they told Mum 
| might only have three days to 
live! When | came 
round after two 
days everyone 
was thrilled. 
From then on, 
| began to get 
really close to 
the people in the 
hospital. One 
was a girl called 
Charlotte. She 
was 22 and had 
had leukaemia 
since she was 14. 
Seeing that she'd 
pulled through 
gave me hope. 

„J By November last 
year | was given 
the all-clear. We celebrated 
with a bonfire night party. 

But I didn't forget the 
kids I'd left behind. | remembered 
how much Charlotte had helped 
me and I've been visiting the 
ward ever since. It helps them 
to chat to someone who knows 
what they're going through. 

And it's not just the kids who 
need help. One time, | saw a mum 
crying because her little girl had lost 
all her hair. | comforted her and 
showed her how well my own hair 
had grown back. Having gone 
through all this myself, the least | can 
do is help others with leukaemia."
